ESTIMATES ARE TABLED 
AT OTTAWA

OTTAWA—While there is a general 
increase in the estimates of expendi- 
ture by the federal government tor 


; the year 1928.29, tabled in the house, 


prairie provinces do not benefit cx- 
cept in a general way. There are 
many increases in the votes for vari- 
ous agricultural services and to some 
extent these will assist the prairie 
provinces, but in so far as the erection 
of public buildings and the construc- 
tion of aids to navigation, the prairies 
are not a burden on the federal 
treasury.

The vote for the Hudson Bay rail- 
way, which includes the development 
at Fort Churchill js $6,500,000 as 
against $5,130,000 last year; an in- 
crease OT $1,370,000. It is notable 
that the entire amount of last year’s 
yote was expended, with the exception 
of $71, 

The cost of operating the Stony 
Mountain penitenitary is estimated at 
$230,180 for the next fiscal year, which 
is an increase of $6000 over last. The 
increase will go in greater salaries and 
retiring allowances to the warden and 
the guards, 

The agricultural department has in- 
creases in excess of $600,000, and some 
of the outstanding of them are: 
Dairying $14,000; fruit $49,000; seed 
feed etc, $39,000; livestock and grants 
to fairs $175,000; experimental farms 
$278,000. These are increases, not the 
total vote. The expenditures on the 
administration of the Canada Grain 
act will exceed those of the current 
year by $355,955. 

There are also some notable increas. 
es in the estimates for the Indian de- 
partment in the prairie provinces. 
These include: Aid to destitute In. 
dians $40,000; hospitals $20,000; gen- 
eral expenditure $23,600.

BIG LOAN SANCTIONED 
a Dae 

' OTTAWA—A government resolution, 
authorizing the raising of loans not to 
exceed $500,000,000 was given first 
reading in the house of commons to- 
night. In answering questions respect- 
ing the Dominion finances, Hon, J. A. 
Robb, minister of finance, said that 
bonds held in New York maturing be- 
| tween 1929 and 1952 totalled $225,000- 
' 000, and bonds held in London matur- 
ling between 1934 and 1960 totalled 
$211,000,000, ‘The debt of th¥s country 
is largely held in Canada, added the- 
minister, In answer to further ques- 
tions, Mr. Robb said that he hoped to. 
be able to meet the following loans. 
from the revenues: $53,000,000 in 
1928; $65,008,000 in 1920; $32000000 in 
1931; $73,000,000 in 19382. 

Mr. Robb said money was cheap in 
the market today, and he had been ad- 
vised that it was opportune to do some 
refinancing and take up some of the 
bonds now exempt from the operation. 
of the Income Tax act, He wished to. 
point out for the information of bond 
dealers, however, that it was not the 
intention of the government to imme- 
diately proceed with the scheme of re. 
financing, but time would be taken to- 
work out a complete plan, 

No Old.Age Pension Amendments 

Premier King announced the gov- 
ernment does not intend to make any 
amendments this session to the old 
4aZe pension bill. 

The first bill to receive third read- 
ing this session was a measure to con. 
firm an agreement between the Cana- 
dian Pacific and the Canadian Na- 
tional railways, by which they agree 
to construct and operate jointly a 
branch line between Rosedale and Bull 
Pond, in the province of Alberta. 

150,000 Voters Affected 

First reading was given to a bill re- 
specting the right of clergymen, teach. 
ers and students to vote under the 
Dominion Election act. The measure 
provides that, even though voters in 
these categories change their residence 
within four months preceding the date. 
of a federal election, they will be en- 
titled to vote in their new places of 
abode if otherwise qualified. Twelve:

UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 
1S ABOLISHED 
—_—-o— 

ROME—A bill abolishing universal 
suffrage in Italy and bestowing the 
right to vote only upon those who con. 
tribute to the progress of the nation 
was approved by the grand council of 
the Fascist Party. The project also 
makes Italy , one-party nation. 

The Premier, Benito Mussolini, 
took a leading part in the debate 
which preceded adoption of the plan 
and presided at the council meeting. 

The Grand Council of the Fascist 
Party last November ordered the 
Minister of Justice to draft a law 
which would effect a revolutionary 
change in the government of Italy, 

The project proclaimed that only 
one party exists in Italy, namely, 
Fascism, and therefore there will be 
but one electoral ticket. The con- 
ception of the right of franchise as 
outlined at that time was that it was 
a privilegé to be won by public ser- 
vice. The would-be voter must first 
yprove that he was worthy to take a 
share in shaping the Nation’s future. 

The Council proposed: 

To unify the country’s economic 
forces into 13 great guilds of produc- 
era and workers, 

To form the entire territory of the 
Nation into a single electoral college. 

To grant the right to Vote only to 
those who on the basis of their syn- 
dicalist contributions showed them. 
selves to be active elements in the 
life of the nation, and those who are 
useful ito the nation collectively. 

To reduce the number of deputies 
from 560 to 400.

ANCIENT U.S. TREATY 
QUOTED BY CANADIAN 


—o— 


NEW YORK—The 134 year old Jay 
Treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain was quoted, in papers fil- 
ed in the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, to support the contention 
of two Canadians that they should be 
allowed to cross the international 
boundary freely to and from their 
work in the United States, 

This appeal is from qa decision of 
Judge John B. Hazel, of Buffalo, 
against Mary Cook and Antonio Danel. 
on, of Niagara Falls, Ont. 

The appellants quote the Jay 
Treaty as providing, in 1794, that “it 
shall at all times be free to his Majes- 
ties subjects, and to citizens of the 
United States, and also to Indians 
dwelling on either side of the boundary 
line, freely to pass and repass by land 
or inland navigation into the respect- 
ive territories and countries of the two 
parties.” 

Conceding that Congress may super- 
sede a treaty provision by later legis- 
lation, they contend that this was not 
done in the case of this portion of the 
Jay Treaty, and that they should be 
allowed to cross the border with Con- 
sular immigration visas.

At the same time the people of Al- 
berta are, in one way or apotitr| 
through municipal taxes, through the 
up-keep of hospitals, or through con 
tributions to charitable organ.zations, 
supporting aged people in Alberta who 
have no means of subsistence. Such 
people are not being left to starve. 
Through one agency or another the 
necessities of life are extended to 
them. Whatever the agency, the funds | 
with which it operates come out of 
Alberta pockets; mainly out of pockets 
upon whose owners the beneficiaries 
have no special claim at all. And in 
this work Albertans get no help whuat- 
ever from the people of those prov- 
inces whose pension schemes are to 
be paid in part by the taxes of Alberta 
people. 

It is not a question of taking care 
of the aged poor in Alberta or of leav- 
ing them in wani. They simply have 
to be provided for, and will be, in one 
way or another. The people of this 
province will not let old men and 
women suffer want where tie need is 
known. One question is whether re. 
lief shall be given to them in the form 
of a pension, which carries no humil- 
iating significance, or whether these 
deserving btit unfortunate neighbors 
shall be treated as objects of charity. 
The cognate question is whether we 
shall call upon the people of other 
provinces to help provide this relief 
through Federal taxes; or whether we 
shall continue to carry the whole load 
ourselves, while contributing aleo to 
the pensions paid to residents of other 
provinces, 

As a straight financial proposition, 
if is cheaper for the people of Alberta 
to adopt the pension scheme than to 
not do so, Cheaper, that is, if they 
intend to recognize the obligations of 
humanity by providing for their aged 
poor by the one means or the other; 
pensions or charity. And that, it may 
be assumed with confidence, is one 
thing that the people of this province 
do intend todo. —Kdmonton Bulletin 
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WATERWAYS IDEA 
(8 APPROVED BY 
MONTREAL MAN

OTTAWA—Although opposition 
the St. Lawrence waterways scheme 
has largely centred in Montreal, one 
of its most influential business men, 
W. L. Macdougald, senator and chair- 
man of the Montreal Harbor Commis- 
sion, is a strong supporter, and yes 
terday in his maiden speech in the 
Upper Chamber he described some of 
the beneficial results that should fo! 
low the deepening of the river. 

“I give it as my considered opinion, 
as chairman of the Harbor Commis 
sion, who are in daily touch with the 
movement of various commodities in 
and out of that port.” Mr. Macdouga + 
linked up the power development 
scheme with the problem of immuigra 
tion, showing “the relation of new 
employment, new jobs for Canadians 
and additional annual wage paymea's 
to new horsepower developed.” 

Many New Jobs Possible 

Five million horsepower in round 
figures could be developed on the 
stretch from Prescott, Ont., to Mon- 
treal, and of this approximately 
1,000,000 horsepower belonged to the 
United States. Expert statisticians 
had computed that fon every 1000 
horsepower developed a total of %d 
new jobs would be created, drawing 
annual wages totalling $571,000. Un 
the basis of one active workman sup- 
torting an average of five souls in- 
cluding himself, each 1000 horse- 
power represented support to a new 
pupuiation of 1925 people, 

Applying this calculation: to the 
Canadian horsepower available or the 
St. Lawrence, Mr. Macdougad found 
that the power now runnin; to waste 
would if fully ueveloped and utilized 
in Canada envioy a new population 
of 1,560,000 ssorkmen, supporting a 
new and additional pvuputation of 
7.700,000, and drawing in actuai cash 
wages the sum of $2,324,400,000 per 
annum all paid for out of the product 
of the development and utilization of 
this power,

tion can ever be railroaded through.

PEACE RIVER 


The Edmonton Bulletin has the tol- 
lowing very interesting arguement in 
regard to ‘the development of the 
Peac River district through providing 
a direct railway connection to tide- 
water: 

The Dominion Government is back- 
ing the Nat.onal Railways to build a 
railway 80 miles long to enable the 
Whitney interests of New York to de- 
velop the Flin Fion copper deposits in 
northern Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

This rialway will cost $4,000,000. 1, 
will lead to the creation of a great in- 
dustria) enterprise, perhaps supporting 
a mining town of 5,000 or 10,000 
people, — 

There has been no opposition in any 
quarter to the investment of this 
amount of public money in order to 
make that development possible. It 
is accepted by the Canadian people 
generally to be good business to build 
the railway in order to make possible 
the exploitation of the mineral wealth 
buried in the Flin Flon rocks, and the 
incidental creation of an industria} 
community in what is now a wilder. 
ness, 

The end justifies the means. Canada 
will be richer, the opportunities of 
life greater, the farming interests of 
Manitoba stimulated, trade expended, 
by reason of the new wealth that will 
be brought into existence and the 
new community that Will spring into 
being. 

If the expenditure of this $4,000,000 
is warranted to bring about the de- 
velopment of a comparatively small 
area of mineralized rocks, the expen- 
diture of a much larger sum would be 
equally warranted to bring abou, the 
settlement and development of the 
great unoccupied farming region that 
is known as the Peace River country. 

If a mining community of 10,000 
people comes into existence in the Flin 
Flon district, the country will have 
received good value for its investment, 
But there is room in the Peace River 
district for a farming population of 
300,0C0 pople. 

If the Flin Flon mines turn out 

£100,000,000 worth of copper in the 
next ten years the construction of 
that 80 miles of railway will have been 
abundantly justified. But the Peace 
River district is capable of producing 
$100,000,000 worth of wheat every 
year. 
The Flin Flon minera] deposit will 
f0mMe day be exhausted, But the fer. 
tility of the Peace River district avill 
last to the end of time. 

$4,000,000 would net-work the Peace 
River district with a mileage of branch 
lines equal to one-quarter or one third 
the total mileage of the E, D. and B. C, 
system; and would permit the pro- 
duction here of 50,000,000 bushels of 
wheat « year, With other farm pro- 
ducts in proportion. 

Three or four times that sum would 
give the people in Peace River a 
direct railway outlet connection to the 
ports on the Pacific coast, 

If it is good business for Canada— 
and it is—to spend $4,000,000 to de- 
velop the Flin Flon copper deposit, | 
{t should be equally good business for 
Canada to spend four or five or ten 
times that amount to provide the 
Feace River country with a complete 
system of internal transportation facil. 
{ties and a direct railway connection 
to tide-water, 

The Dominion Government was 
bound by no public promise to facili- 
tate the development of the Flin Fion 
deposit. That Government is bound 
by a very definite pledge, publicity 
given and repeated, to make the Peace 
River country the “spearhead” of its 
{immigration policy—something which 
cannot be done, and would be a crime 
if it were done, without railway con. 
struction in keeping“with the require. 
ments of thé district. 

The people of Peace River, and the, 
people of Alberta, have every right to 
xpect that the Dominion will back the 


development of the Peace River region 
as it is baeking the development of 
the Flin Flon area. With the latter 
undertaking they have no fault to find, 
On the contrary, they see in that an 
evidence of foresight, confidence and 
enterprise on the part of the national 
Government. What they ask, and 
what they are entitled to expect, is 
that the same measure of foresight, 
confidence and enterprise will be 
shown toward the opening-up of the 
Peace River country. 

Premier Brownlee’s offer and invi- 
tation, Wednesday, to the leaders of 
the Liberal, Conservative and Labor 
parties to join him in trying to reach 
a unanimous decision on Alberta’s 
railway problem, so that this province 
can show a united front to Ottawa 
and tle two transcontinental railways, 
is one that should be accepted at once, 
The Maritime Provinces forgot party 
politics in their problems and gained 
everything through the Duncan report. 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan dropped 
politics and obtained the Hudson Bay 
Railway and the Flin Flon Railway. 
British Columbia last session passed a 
unanimous resolution demanding the 
return to them of the railway lands in 
B. C., emounting to millions of acres, 
and are getting them at this session 
of the Federa) Parliament, 

Alberta, by presenting a unanimous 
demand, should get better terms tor 
the FE. D, and B. C. and the A. and 
G. W. Railways.
